[ci] What I claim as my invention is a process for people 
around the world to submit their 

e-mail address as their registered ticket entry into an in- 
ternet-based lottery system website for a fee, said pro- 
cess consisting essentially of a website with a structured 
sequence that provides the option to purchase the 
"World Million" and "World Maximum" selections, and in- 
cludes: data boxes that show the two Jackpot amounts, 
an area to enter a contestant user ID and password, a 
detailed information page (for purchasing information, 
personal data, legal agreement, and submission), a con- 
firmation page that shows the contestants receipt and 
states that their confirmation number/receipt has been 
sent to their e-mail address, and a program that will 
query the email database every week on Friday at 2:51 
p.m. Eastern Standard Time, then determine One winning 
e-mail address per jackpot every week within the defini- 
tions of the "World Million"(limited to one million entries 
and one entry per e-mail address) and the "World Maxi- 
mum" (unlimited entries and purchases) jackpots, with 
notification via e-mail to the winning contestants, every 
Friday at 3 p.m. Eastern Standard Time.
